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The proposed amendments are not being entered because they raise new issues 
that would require further search and/or consideration. In particular, the Examiner notes 
that Applicants propose amending claim 1 to recite a specific structure of PPAR- 
gamma-selective activator, as discussed in the interview dated March 21, 2006. 
However, Applicants also propose broadening claim 1 at least in part by deleting the 
recitation of the RXR selective agonist structure, i.e. that the compound is a substituted 
benzoic acid, a substituted nicotinic acid or a substituted carboxylated furan. Thus, the 
claim would require further search and consideration both with regards to the 
enablement of the claim under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as well as further 
consideration of the claim with regards to the teachings of the prior art. 

Furthermore, the request for consideration does not place the application in 
condition for allowance because the proposed amendments have not been entered. 
Accordingly, the claims remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph and under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) for the reasons of record as stated in the Office Action mailed
